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HE two great Trials of 

the human Mind, the two 
moil fpacious Scenes of 
for the Soul, are Profperity and 
Adverfity. 
_ The lefs thinking Part of the 
World feems indeed to look upon 
only one of thefe as a dangerous 
State; Adverfityis all they cread 
theirGovernment of themfelves in, 
and feem very confident, that there 
can be no Difficulty in bearing 
profperous Fortune. But the 
true Moralift here differs from 
them widely ; Reafon and Ob- 
fervation have taught him to 
know, that there is equal Dan- 
ger in both ; and when he fees 
thefe more thoughtlefs Creatures 
in good Fortune rejoicing, tran!- 
ported, mad, and themes 


felves no Bounds in their Enjoy- 
ments, and in Adverfity dejeét- 
ed, low, defpairing, and too 
hopelefs to endeavour any thing 
to relieve themielves, he im- 
putes both to the fame Vice or 
Folly of the Mind. 

That both are indeed arduous, 
both dangerous Scenes of Action, 
the wifer Part of the World have 
ever acknowledged: The Pangs 
of adverfe Fortune are hard and 
terrible to be born with due Fore 
titude, Patience, and Refolution; 
but Profperity is a fecret, and 
therefore a more dangerous Fne- 
my; it fly and infenably foftens 
and enfecbles the Mind, and if 
not ftiongly guarded againft, 
plays the fubtle Dalila, and robs 
that Samp/ox of all its Force, its 
Strength and Vigour. 

Affiiciion moves our very Ene- 
mies to Pity, and Profperity even 
urges our Friends to Envy, and 
alten afes us to all che

In Adverfity, a Man feeing 
himfelf abandoned of the World, 
and robbed of aJl Hopes of Af- 
fiitance from others, learns to 
depend upon himfelf alone, and 
prove the Virtues of that Soul, 
Pro{pesity would never have let 
him krow the Worth of, virefcit 
vulnere virtus, that Virtue flou- 
rifhes in Adverfity, was a mott 
jait and noble Cbfervation of an 
antient Heathen. And nothing 
is more evident, than that ad- 
verfe Fortune has ever been the 
Parent and the Nurfe of Heroes. 

True Fortitude infpires us 
with an equal Steadinefs and In- 
cifference, in both thefe Scenes 
of Trial; and gives the Hero, 
who will be at the Labour to 
attain it, the fame pleafant and 
unaltered Countenance through 
every Change of it. The wife 
Man prep2res his Soul for every 
Kind of Fortune ; he keeps the 
Good in Bounds, and conquers 
the Evil ; he is neither arrogant 
in Profperity, nor abject in Ad- 
verfity ; and as to Dangers, he 
neither courts nor fhuns them, 
but glories in this only, that he 
wears a Mind above being in- 
fluenced either by the Threats 
or Promifes of Fortune. 

_ True Wifdom gives us Arms 
for both the Combats, the Spur 
of Fortitude to raife, excite, and 
pufh forward our Courage in 
Adverfity ; and the Bridle of 
Temperance to check, and keep 
within due Bounds our exulting 


Spirits in Profperity. 
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Thefe are the two moral Vir- 
tues againft the two Extremes of 
worldly Fortune ; and how ex- 
cellently has that glorious Philo- 
fopher Epicetus comprized them 
in two fhort Words, /ujine et 
abftine, bear and abftain ; thefe 
were the two great Doétrines 
eternally inculcated by that great 
Man, and comprized in fo few 
Words, that he hoped they 
could not but be for ever remem- 
bered by his Scholars. 

Tt is mott evident, that we 
judge in general more falfly in 
nothing than in regard to Prof- 
perity, and what we call the 
Good Things of Fortune. Ho- 
nours, Riches, and the Glories 
of the World, are but idly call’d 
Good Things, fince they can 
neither add one Virtue to the 
Good, nor were ever known toa 
reform the Wicked, and in the 
Difpenfations of Providence are 
feen to be equally beftowed on 
both ; and he that calls thefe 
things the Sources of Happinefs, 
anchors in Sands, and with a 
rotten Cable. How can that 
give real Happinefs that is not 
permanent ? And what, alas, is 
{o unconftant, fo tranfitory, fo 
uncertain as thefe! They flow 
with mighty Violence, and Noife 
indeed ; but, alas! they flow 
alfo with violent Rapidity ; they 
are like the Torrents occafioned 
by melted Snows, which to-day 
give Werdure to the Fields, and 
ripen the opening Flowers of one 
Part of the Mountains, but are 
to-morrow to perform the fame 
kind Office to another Place, 


and leave in the former only the 
Mud

Mud ana Filth, that fettled from 
them in their Paflage. 
‘Profperity is a honied Poifon 


fweet, but often fatal: When 


Fortune feems to fmile upon us, 
and every thing to fall out ac- 
cording to our thoughtlels Wifhes, 
tis then we are molt to be upon 
our Guard, ’tis then we are to 


bridle our Paflions, to call our 


Reafon to our Aid ; and remem- 
ber, that he who gave this good 
we know not why, may alfo 
take it off we know not when. 
Tis here we ought to labour, 
not to forget our former For- 
tunes, and :f Adverlity comes on 
ere we do this, to account it no 
other than a Bleffing, as it brings 
us back to a Knowledge of our- 
felves, which is the beft and 
fureft Way to real Happinefs. 
Profperity too often puffs us 


up, raifes us to an abfence of all 


‘Thought, and pufhes us to play 
the Monkey, who, skipping from 
Bough to Lough, afpires at no- 
thing but the ‘lop of the Tree ; 
never obferving, that the higher he 
climbs, the more he expofes what 
Modetly and Decency would 
teach him to hide. We lofe in- 
deed the Benefit of that very 
Profperity we pride ourfelves in, 
by thus running over it; wou’d 
we enjoy it, we fhould move at 
a fower Rate, and fee the Beau- 
ties of the Charm in which we 


place our Happinefse 


Thefe are our common Errors 
in Profperity, nor do the Prac- 
tife and Opinions of the World, 
furnith us with lefs Reafon of 
Complaint in regard to Adver- 
fity, Inftead of running into the 
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vulgar Opinion of calling this an 
Evil, and making it a Scene of 
Horror and Deteftation, we 
fhould remember, that to the 
Thought, all outward ‘Things 
are neither good nor evil; but 
"tis the Mind of Man that makes 
them fuch to him, and that can 
always make them either. 

Why fhouid Adverfity be call- 
ed an Evil? Scarce did it ever 
make one Perfon wicked; but 
we may remember ‘Thoufands 


whom it has recalled to Virtue :. 


and we well know ’tis according 
to the ever-wile Difpofition of 
eternal Providence, like Prof- 
perity, commen to the Good 
and Wicked., 

Misfortunes happen to all; 
but *tis the Man who feels them, 
who alone determines whether 
they are Good or Il, whether 
they are Bleflings or a Curfe. 
To different Men they are as 
different things; to Fools they 
are Stings and Arrows to aflié, 
enrage, and drive them to De- 
{pair ; to the Wicked, who are 
not dead to all the Cries of Senfe 
and Conicience, they are the 
livelieft Inftructions, nay Com- 
pulfions, to bring them to a 
Senfe of their Errors; and to 
the traly Wife, they are no more 
than Opportunities of exercifing 
the innate Virtues of their Souls, 
and bring them to a nearer Al- 
liance with Immortality. They 
are to thefe the different Stages 
and certain Steps to all true 


Greatnefs, and often fuch of 


them as feem to threat inevitable 
Deftruction, have been the ver 


Means of the moit exalted Glory, 


Ooz peri. 
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perieramus nifi per iiffemus, we had 
penihed had it not been for this 
Detftruétion, is a very memorable 
Speech of an old Athenian Ge- 
neral, and the hiitory of Fofeph 
in the Sacred Scriptures, is a 
noble Example of this eternal 
Truth. 

But the laft and fureft Method 


of defending ourfelves againit 


Adverfity is, to turn its Arms 
againit itfelf, to make itfelf the 
Deftroyer of its own Mifchicfs, 
and like David to cut off this 
Goltah’s Head with its own 
Sword. AffiGion is generally 
the Child of sin, or Foily, and 
by this Means we make it play 
the Viper and erode the very 
Bowels of the Parent which gives 
it to the World, and do the Of- 
fice of the Scorpioa’s Oil which 
is the jurcit Remedy for its own 
Sting. 

Would any one learn to bear 
Affixtion well, the Leflon is 
fhort, /et him be hone. For the 
virtuous Man has more true 
Peace of Mind in Adverfity, 
than the Vitious in Profperity : 
and let him well diftinguifh firit, 
whether his Affli€tions be truly 
fuch or not; many Things there 
are indeed, which are abfolutely 
and unavoidably fuch ; but ma- 
ny more alas, which are in them- 
felves indifferent, but which we 
make Afflictions; and to thofe 
who labour under thefe, the Lef- 
fon is yet eafier, they are only 
to Jearn, that what they bear is 
neither hard nor painful, but 
that their own vitiated Appetites 
make it fo to them. 
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There is indeed, no Accident 
to which we are liable in this 
World of Trial, but Nature has 
siven us (will we ufe them) the 
Means of turning it to our Hap- 
pinefs ; it is the vitiated AAtions 
of the Soul alone that make 
Things evil to us, and to a Man 
whote Mind is truly turned, Hap- 
pinefs is ever to be elaborated 
out of Pain, to fuch a Man there 
is no Life fo gloomy but it has 
fome Recreation; no Prifon fo 
dark but it gives fome Light and 
Cenvfort 5 Foes could pray even 
in the Belly of the Whale ; and 
the detolate Mountain which 
would raife no Ideas, but of 
[iorror in another, to me is a 
scene of Wonder and Delight, 
where, while I view and admire 
the various Works of the Crea- 
tor, my Mind is lolt in a Scene 
of the fublimeft Adoration of his 
Attribates ; and a Place, which 
to another would appear the 
Gates of Hell, to me is a Prof- 
pect of, and a plealing Step to 
Heaven. 

What a Joy and Matter of 
true Glory ought it alfo be ta 
us to confider, that it is only 
One Part of us, only our meaner 
and leaft valuable Part, that 1s 
the Object of thefe Miferies, if 
the Diltemperature of our own 
Minds will make us call them 
{uch ; that the Body only feels 
them of neceflity, the Soul fuf- 
fers nothing from them but by 
our own Confent. Misfortunes 
may make a Man poor, fick, or 
afficted, buat cannot make him 
Vitious, diffolute, or dejected ; 
they have no Power to rob us of 

our 
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our Probity, our Courage, or 
our Virtue. 

The occafional Gifts of For- 
tune are various, fometimes they 
are good and fometimes bad 
ones ; and we mult make them 
equal, by fetting one agatnit 
another, and in Afiliction of 
to Day, remembring the Hap- 
pinels of Yelerday: But this 
we ever forget to do, and are 
like Children trom whom, if one 
tukes one Plaything, they in a 
Fury throw all the reft away. 
If one Misfortune happen to us 
we forget immediately the thou- 
fand Comforts Providence has 
beftowed upon us 3; and too 
often for an Hour’s Unhsppinets, 
forget that ever we had a Mo- 
ment’s Pleafure ; but in thefe 
Miferies, whofe Strength 1s truly 
Owing to our own Weaknefs 
only, if we cannot remember the 
pait Hours of our own Elappinefs, 
the palit Bleffings and Eounties of 
Providence we have enjoyed, 
let us another way make our 
Peace with our own Hearts, that 
is, by looking down on thoie, 
whole Lot, we cannot but own, 
is much heavier than our own, 

What then fhall we learn at 
length, as the Refult of all thefe 
Enquiries into our own Nature, 
and that of the Things which are 
about us ? why this: That there 
are two great Remedies for all 
Adverfity, Cuftom to the Vul- 
gar, and tothe Wifer, Reflec- 
tion; both thefe have their 
Force from Time, the great De- 
ftroyer of all Things, the Evil 
as well as the Good and Pleafing. 
Cuitom can make the feverelt of 
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all Afflictions eafy to us, the 
Slave that tears his Hair and ex- 
claims with Showers of ‘ears 
againtt the Cruelty of Fortune 
when he enters into the Gallies, 
before he has been there a Month 
fings to the Time of his Oar: 
People who have never before 
feen the Sea, cry ia a Calm, 
while the old Sailor laughs ina 
Tempeit: And tae Widow dil 
claims all Comp.ity at the Death 
of her Hufband, andina ['welve- 
month marries another. 

All this Cuitom does with the 
common Part of the Worid, and 
with tie Moralil, Reflection and 
Meditation cin do much more: 
He that contiders in one View, 
the various Accidents of the 
World, and forefecing all that 
can happen to him, is never far- 
prized at whatever comes, be- 
caufe he always has looked on 
himfeli as fubject to it in bis 
Nature, and rather won ers that 
it happened not to be his Lot 
before. | 

The greateft Evils cannot vio- 
lently aifeét the Mind that ex- 
pects and is prepared for them, 
Whereas the leaft mutt fhock 
thofe whom they furprife in full 
Security : And it is Redeétion 
and ‘lhought alone, that thus 
can fteel the Mind and render it 
impenetrable to all that could 
elfe affect it. TThefe alone per- 
petually warn us of all Kinds of 
Danger, and remind us that we 
are piaced here in a flippery, in 
athorny Way, that the Wounds 
and Bruifes which have hippened 
another, might as eafily have 
diltrefled ourlelyes, and that the 
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Mifchiefs that hang eternally 
over all our Heads, may equally 
fali upon any of us. 

Wife Princes, in Time of 
Peace, mzke their Preparations 
for War, and the Mafler of a 
Veffel, though he fet out in a 
fafe Sea, provides for the Mif- 
chiefs of a ‘Tempeft. It is too 
Jate to guard againft an Evil 
when it is already upon us: 
We fhould ever learn to be pre- 
pared for the worft that can hap- 
pen to us, and we fhall then have 
the certain Pleafure of finding 
almoft every Accident much bet- 
ter than we expected it.

theds would be taken for pre- 
venting any Thing of the like 
Nature for the future : Accord- 
ing to their Lordfhip’s Defire, 
we have unanimoufly agreed to 
roceed on this Trial; but we 
think it neceffary to give their 
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Lordfhip’s the Reafons for what 
we have done upon this dan- 
gcrous Attack on the Peace and 
Quiet of thefe Kingdoms, and 
Prerogative of the Lord High 
Admiral, and the Privilege of 
the Houfe of Commons.

Extrad of Mr, Freke’s Effay oa 
the Caufe of Electricity. 


S in a former Number of 

this Work we have given 

an Extract of a Treatife written 
by Mr. Watfon, a Gentleman 
whofe Knowledge and Learning 


are an Ornament to his Profeffion, 
in 
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in which were contained the Ac. 
counts of a Nuisber of Ex- 
eriments, all made by himielf, 
in Ele@tricity, the now general 
Subject of the Enquiri es of the 
{cientifck Part of the World, 
and fair and candid Dyreciions 
to others how belt to fucceed 10 
fuch and other Experiments in 
regard to the fame Power; we 
cannot but thiak it will be very 
asreeabie to our Readers to have 
it here followed by an Extract 
of another ‘Treatife on the fame 
Subject, written with a View to 
explain and account for thefe 
frange Phenomena, by a Gen- 
tleman not lefs eminent in hts 
Profeffion, than for his gencral 
Love of Science. 

Mr. Freke has in his Treatife 
entered boldly on the arduous 
Task of accounting for the Ef- 
fects of Electricity ; a Subject 
which all who have made, or 
even but heard of the wonderful 
Experiments in it, muft molt ar- 
dently defire, though none of 
them have ventured fo far as to 
attempt it themfelves, and what 
ever may hereafter be the Fate 
of this Gentleman’s Attempt, 
it at prefent certainly bears a 
very fur general Face of 
Probability, and clearly accounts 
for fome Things at leait, which 
had hitherto in vain exercifed 
the Speculations of even the 
ableft Philofophers. 

The fciennfick Reader will 
fee, that a great Part of Mr. 
Freke’s Syilem contradicts the 
Doétrines of Sir Z/zac Nexvion in 
regard to Fire, but let him not 
be too hattiiy condemned for 
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that, Sir I/zac Newton did not 
pretend to fnfallibility, and it is 
proper to obicrve, that many 
ereat Men have, without this 
Confideratioa, difiented from his 
Doéirine on that Subject ; and 
perhaps himfelf, had he had an 
Opportunity of lee ing the late 
woiderfal Pheenamenz of Elece 
ticity, would have altered his 
Sentiments on that Subject. 

Vhe Reader, we hope, will 
pardon this general Account of 
a Work on fo curious a Subje&t, 
and we fhall now hatte to the 
extract of the Work itfelf; only 
obferving firit, that in regard to 

the Centura: of the critical Part 
of the World, the Author will 
probably have moft of them from 
thofe who know lealt either of 
himfelf or his Subject. 

The Author addreffes his 
Treatife to Mr. Watfon, the 
Author of the abovementioned 
other Work on this Subject, as 
the propereft Judge of his Opi- 
nions on it, and begins with en- 
ceavouring to prove, that the 
Electrical Force and Fire does 
not arife from the Apparatus 
uled in exciting it, but from the 
Air they are moved j in, in Coun- 
tenance of which, he brings 
the Opinion of Puilofophers, 
that the animal and vegetable 
World are actuated by Fire, 
and nourifhed by Water and 
what it contains ; and from this 
infers, that the Air which is 
eficemed the febvlum Vite, 
from its rabelyi og the Blood of 
all Animals in refpiration, feems 
to be un iverfally impregnated 
with this Pire 3; and tho” there is 
hoe 
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not enough of it fo difperfed as 
to hurt the Animals in Refpi- 
ration, yet that he can eafily 
Conceive it as univerfally difper- 
fed,as a {mall Quantity of any cor- 
rofive Liquor dropped inte Water, 
which when fo difperfed is of no 
harm to an Animal, though a 
few Drops of it alone, would 
have occafioned certain Death ; 
and yet, if it be farther confider- 
ed fo difperfed, one Particle of 
the Water cannot be found wirh- 
out its Share of the Medicine, 
and juft fo it may be with the 
Fire of this lower Region, or as 
he calls it, the Flamma vitalis. 

From this he proceeds to con- 
fider how this Fire fo difperfed 
may be coliected, and have com- 
municated to it, in Eleétrical 
Experiments, a Force equal to, 
and of the fame Nature with 
Lightning. 

‘To make this the more eafily 
apprehended, he fuppofes that 
the Nature of Fire is as fimilar 
to its Parts, and that they have 
as great a Propvenfity to adhere 
to one another, as the different 
Arrangements in all natural 
Bodies have, as may be feen in 


Gemms, in Water, and in the 


various Strata of the Earth, and 


the like; and adds, that if we do 


but force thefe fiery Particles to 
a clofer Contact than they have 
been fuppofed to be in, when 
uniformly difperfed through all 
Nature, they are Lightning, 
or a Fire of lefs horce, as more 
or lefs Parts of taat Fire are got 
together. 

To illuftrate this, fays he, 
wax a Thread, or flide a Rope 


{wiftly through your Fingers, and 
you are liable to burn them, which 
probably arifes from their grind- 
ing in between the Fingers and 
the Rope, fo many more Parti- 
cles of Fire than naturally come 
together when left to float in 
the Air. 

And hence he infers, that the 
Air rubbed between the Hand 
and the Tube, or the Leather 
and the Globe in Electrical Ex- 
periments, leaves behind it that 
Quantity of agitated Fire which 
caufes Eletricity. 

For fuppofe the Globe or Tube 
enveloped with a Quantity of this 
Fire moving fpirally round them, 
and it can no more depart from 
its Company than the Sparks of 
Fire which fly from the Steel on 
a Knifegrinder’s Wheel are liable 
to do, which, as every body mutt 
have obferved, adhere to the 
Wheel, and purfue each other 
quite round it. 

That the Experiments do not 
fucceed {fo well in moift, as in 
dry Weather, they account for 


from the watry Particles in the — 


Air hindering this lambent Flame 
univerfally icattered in the Air, 
from uniting. 

The common Opinion of the 
Fire being caufed by the Friction, 
he anfwers by a very apt Initance 
of a feemingly fimilar Nature, 
wiz. That it would be as proper 
to fay, Pumping was the Caufe of 
Water, 

A Cart, or Coach-wheel, he 
obferves, or two Canes rubbed 
tocether, will excice hire; but 
then they do not generate it, 
but the Fire they excite, was 

eisher 
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either originally in the air, or 
in themfelves. As it is,he obferves, 
in Steel, the Filings of which 
dropped thro” a Candle, emit a 
moft fierce Fire, which he fup- 
pofes owing to the Fire imbib’d 
into that Metal in its Prepa- 
ration from Iron. 

Ie goes on alfo to obferve, 
that many other Bodies have Fire 
impacted in them, as Flints, @&e. 
And that when Fire is produced 
from Stecl, a Part of the Steel is 
melted ; and when from Flints, 
each Spark is a Part of the Stone 
burnt to a Calx. And that a 
great Proof of the Cohefion of 
the Particles of Fire, is feen in 
the familiar Inftance of a Snuff 
of a Candle jait blown out, to 
which the Flame will defcend 
thro’ the Smoke at a great Di- 
itance, and Jight it. 

And that in a great Storm in 
Dorfetfbire, large Bodies of Fire 
were feen on the Ground paf- 
fing over the Hills, which Fire, 
he judges, rofe from the Air ; 
and that its fubfifling on the 
Ground, in a Hurricane, is a 
great Proof of the natural Co- 


—hefion of that Element. 


The four Elements Fire, Air, 
Earth, and Water, he appre- 
hends never to have been in- 
creafed or diminifhed fince they 
were created, but that they are 
unequally difperfed in the Uni- 


verfe, and that in their difor- 
dered State, they may caufe 
great Confufion. 

And that Fire, when acci- 
dentally and artificially got to- 
gether in an unnatural Quantity, 
will, like Water raifed by Art to 
the Top of a high Hill, be ever 
attempting to break its Confine- 
ment, and difperfe itfelf again. 

After this, the Author ob- 
ferves, that the Phenomena of 
Ele@ricity would never have been 
difcovered, had it not been for 
the Affillance of fome other 
dies, which he calls Non-Elec- 
trick ; fuch as Silk, Wax, Rofin, 
fc. for but for thefe, as faft as 
the Fire had been driven on any 
Body, its next Neighbour would 
have carried it farther ; but when 
thefe Subitances, flopping the 
Procrefs of the eleftrical Fire, 
were difcovered, many new Exe 
periments came in the way of 
being tried. 

The Occafion of thefe Bodies 
being no Electric, he underftands 
to be their being no longer ina 
State of Life or Increafe: For 
Fire being the Caufe of Life and 
Increafe, Things not in that 
State have nothing of it. Bees 
Wax and Silk, he accounts ex- 
crementitious Subftances; and 
Pitch and Rofin things procured 
by Art *, 


* It is to be abjerved here, that this Gentleman differs abfolutely 
from all other Authors, who have wrote upon thefe Subjects, they 
all calling thefe Bodies not Non-Elefrics, but true and proper Elec- 
tricks ; or, as is the fafrionable Way of expreffing it, Ele@ricks per 
Se; and in this Senfe are the Writings of Mr. Watfon, &c. to be une 
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The Author, having now gi- 
ven his general Sentiments, pro- 
ceeds to explain the known Pha- 
nomena of Electricity according 
to them. 

He explains the firing Spirits, 
Fe. by Electricity, by his Ac- 
count of the eleétrical Flafh be- 
ing actual Fire, and obferving 
that it paffes to the Body elec- 
trified in a converging and di- 
verging State, as a Lens con- 
verges and diverges the Rays of 
Lit as they pats thro’ ic; for, 
that in ele€lrifying a Body, the 
Vire iffuing from the Glafs con- 
verges to a Point in its Approach 
to it, and there diverges and 
drives itfelf on, till it electrifies 
the Rody, covering it with a 
Capfula, or Covering of electric 
Matter, which allo pervades 
every Part and Particle of it. 

‘This converging of the Fire, 
he alfo proves from a late Expe- 
riment of an Iron Ball, fufpended 
by a large Piece of Wire, which 
defcends from an eleetrified Bar 
of Iron, under which holding in 
a Saucer fome fmall round Bub- 
bles of Glafs, near enough to be 
in Conta@t with the ele&trical 
Vortex, the Glafs Balls will fol- 
low each other round in the Sau- 
cer; and each of them, if the 
Experiment be made inthe Dark, 


will appear to have a Spot of | 


blue Flame at each End. 

All undifordered Nature, he 
obferves, is equally electrified ; 
and when we concentrate an 


 gnnatural Quantity of this Fire, 


it, when touched by a foreign 
Body, rufhes out of its Confine- 
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fal lambent Flame, from whence 
it was taken. 

Liglitning, he judges, may 
hence in fome Degree be ac- 
counted for, and is of the fame 
Nature with Electricity, as it 
will kill without 2 Wound, and 
pafs thro’ every thing, as this 
feems to do ; and as it is aétual 
Fire, there can be no wonder in 
its kindling Spirit of Wine, €c, 

The Attraction and Repulfion 
of light Bodies by means of the 
electrified ‘Tube, he explains, by 
thofe Bodies on their being elec- 
trified by the Tube being in a 
Condition to receive and part 
with the electrical Particles, and 
by the natural Attraétion of the 
Particles of Fire to one another, 
and their Emanations in diffe- 
rent Degrees of Strength to dif- 
ferent Diftances. 

‘he hiffing Noife heard in 
fome electrical Experiments, he 
explains by a Comparifon with 
the Sound of Organ Pipes, pro- 
ceeding from their differently 
modifying the Air, and from the 
electrical Particles pafling thro’ 
the different fhap’d Pores of the 
Tube. 

And the Wind from the di- 
ftant Parts of the electrical Force 
playing at fome Space from the 
Tube, and thereby agitating and 
fanning the ambient Air, fo as 
to make it feel like a Wind. 

‘The Crack heard on breaking 
the electrical Capfula, he ex- 
plains by the different Modifi- 
cation of the Air, and breaking 
its Continuity, as is done when 
a Crack is produced by the 


ment, as guick as poffible, and Smacking of a Whip. 


ciffufes itfelf ainong the univer- 
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The Shock felt by a Number 
of unelectrified Perfons holding 
each a Piece of Iron Wire on 
only one of them touching the 
electrified Tube, he thinks may 
be carried fo far as to killa Man 
as Lightning does. 

Having thus explained and ac- 
counted for all the known Phe- 
nomena of Electricity, or the 
Power of this concentrated Fire, 
he proceeds to enquire into the 
Effects of thefe electrical Parti- 
clesin their natural diffufed State. 
This he fuppofes to be the Aui- 
wa Mundi of the Antients; and 
that Plants, from their different 
‘Texture,aboundwith itfome more 
than others ; and of this kind he 
efteems the fenfitive Plant to be, 
and that its becoming languid on 
the touch, which has fo long 
puzzled the Naturali{ls, is from 
1ts being divefted of its natural 
Share of eleftric Matter by the 
Touch of a foreign Body, and 
that it after this remains languid 
till it has received more cf this 
Fire from among the circuimam- 
bient Air. 

The Farina Facundans alfo of 
Vegetables, and its making its 
Way into that Part of the Flower 
defigned for its Lodgment at a 
proper time, he explains and ac- 
counts for on this Principle ; fup- 
pofing both the Fariz2 and Ma- 
trig to abound with this eleétrick 
Matter, more than the reft of 
the Plant, and that the whole 
of their being brought toge- 
ther, is owing to the natural 
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Attraction of the Particles of that 
Fire. 

In Animal Life, he obferves, 
that Youth abounds with this 
Matter more than Age, and that 
hence is the greater Share of 
Spirits in young People ; and the 
Danger of laying old Perfons with 
Chilcren, who have been long 
known to drasy the Strength 
from young ones ; and that the 
Meaning of that well known 
Fact, is their attracting this 
electric Matter, of which them- 
felves have but little, from the 
Children. 

He finally confirms his Obfer- 
vation of Fire being univerfally 
in the Air, by its being feen both 
In the Air and on the Water in 
Storms at Sea; and accounts for 
Blafts on People, by their fitting 
when hot, in aPlace where there 
is a Draught of Air with this 
Fire in it, and receiving by the 
natural Attraction of Heat to 
Heat the Fire from among the 
Air to themfelves. He gives an 
Account of a Perfon, in an open 
Chaife, riding in an eafterly Wind, 
receiving a Stroke like that of a 
Dagger upon one of the Scapu- 
le, which terminated in a vio- 
lent Fit of the Rheumatifm ; 
and concludes with hinting, from 
the Confideration of the Air in 
its different States, that Blights 
on Trees may be occafioned by 
it ; and that it might be poffible 
to explain fome of the Effedis 
ufually attributed to the Weight 
of the Atmofphere, by the Elaf- 
ticity of the Air.

That he fo happily 
exprefied the Paffions in his Cha- 
racter, that I think any but the 
Set of Brutes it was my Misfor- 
tune to be placed among, muit 
have been very ftrongly affected 
by them ; and to this, that his 
Attitudes were fo juft and fo ex- 
prefive, that, with the Advan- 
tage of his naturally good Fi- 
gure, a Painter, or Statuary, 
who had a Mind to reprefent a

O tempora! O mores! 
HE Seafon for Plays be- 


ing now begun, and the 
Houfes crowded with Multitudes 
of Peopie, whom a five Months 
Intermiffion of thefe Diverfions, 
have made impatient to fee 
them again, I Yeiterday went to 
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perform the Office of the Aathor 
of this Paper, at one of them : 
My Bufinefs was to obferve with- 
out being obferved, and as the 
propereft Place on fuch an Oc- 
cafion, was a faug Corner in one 
of the Seats which have got the 
Name of the Green Boxes, I paid 
my Crown and feated myfelf 
very early there, intending to 
divert myfeif and my Readers 
with a View of the whole Au- 
dience, from the fincere Admi- 
ration of the Beaw Martin! court- 
ing his own Face in the Lid of 
his Snuff-Box, to the honeft 
unmeaning Joy expreffed at re- 
moving the Body of a dead 
Hero, by the Cook-maid and 
Country Foot-boy in the upper 
Gallery. 

The Play, or Players, [am not 
to be expected to make any Ob- 
fervations on, my Bufinets hes 
among real and not perfonated 
Characters, and Ithought faw 
a very extenfive Field before me, 
for the Matter of one Paper. 
It was not long, however, be- 
fore I found my View for that 
Evening would be more circum- 
{cribed, and that the Box I was 
in, tho it hac Seats for no more 
than nine Perions, would furnith 
me with fufficient Matter of Spe- 
culation for the Time I had to 
remain In it, | 

I had come very early into it, 
in Order to fecure inyfelf a 
proper Place, and had been 
feated fome little Time before I 
had Notice of having any Com- 
panion, and indeed, the large 
Price and general Inconvenience 
of the Place, made me ready to 
Imagine 
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Imagine no body elfe would come 
there. As I was looking about 
me with this Imagination, how- 
ever, I heard, at fome little 
Diftance behind me, the Noife 
of a terrible Fall, the Screams 
of a female Voice, and imme- 
diately after, a Volley of Oaths 
and Imprecations from a more 
rough one. I was rifing to en- 
cuire into the Caufe of this, but 
heard the Sound of a Key in the 
Door, and foon perceived that 
the Perfons concerned were 
faving me the Trouble of going

Face fo clefe in Coniact with 
mine, that the fuperior Weight 
and Hardinefs of his Forehead, 
have given my Mouth as much 
Reafon to remember the Ad- 
venture as his Shins; the Bufi.

however, to celire me to give 
the Lady room to lay her Cloths 
down. In was not my Bufinefs 
to part with my Place, nor would 
Prudence permit me to engage 
in any Controverly with a Head, 
whofe extraordinary Weight I 
had been ali¢ady but too fen- 
fible of. In fhort, I pretended 
to be afleep, and was not to be 
awakened by either the vocife- 
rous Curfes of the Hero, or the 
gentle I'witches by the Sleeve, 
which the fair Hand of the Lady 
often honoured me with. 

Tho’ thefe however, could 
not wake me, I was foon aiter 
engased to open my Eyes by 
the very extraordinary Dilcourte 
] overticard between thefe two 
gallant Perfonages, who now 
were perfectly convinced I was 
inno Condition to obferve them. © 
‘The Hero,after a thoufand Curles 
on the Heart, Soul, and Blood 
of the Bench that haa broke his 
Shins, fell into a very familiar 
Converfation with the Lady, 
on the Subjeét of  Bobin, 
Foot-Lace, and White-chapel 
Needles. My Cbfervations, how- 
ever, were foon obferved, and 
the Gallant aflumed again the 
Hero, and with Blood and 
Wounds infifled on my giving 
the Lady more Room. On thefe 
terrible Remonftrances Sleep in- 
vincibly feized me again, - 
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the Hero again relapfed into his 
Criticifms on Pins and Patches ; 
thefe Viciflitudes of Sleep 
and Waking, in me however, 
and Hereifm and humbler Lan- 
guage in him continued fome 
Time longer, till I heard him 
fay to the Lady, I was a d——_d 
uncivil Fellow, and he had a 
good mind to pull me by the 
Nofe. This began to concern 
me fomething more nearly in- 
deed, as’tis a Kind of Fami- 
liarity I have ever had the 
ereateft Abhorrence to ; but the 
Play now beginning, took up fo 
much of his Attention, that I ef- 
cap’d, and it gave me an Oppor- 
tunity of obferving him more ex- 
actly than I had done before, his 
Shoes were moit nicely cleaned 
and fattened on by a Pair of fhining 
Stee! Buckles, in Length not ex- 
ceeding the Diameter of a Six- 
pence, his Stockings of Gawfe 
Silk once white, but now be- 
come yellow with often wathing, 
thefe, which the unfafhionable 
Weaver had not intended for 
rolling, were however forced into 
the Fafhion, and faitened with 
two Pins over the Knees ofa Pair 
of fearlet plufh Britches not reach- 
ing quite fo low as the Middle 
of the Thigh, fo that the Stock- 
ings turned over them, gave the 
lower Part of our Gallant much 
the Appearance of Tumbler on 
the Ropes, whofe Habit is a 
Bundle of fomewhat over the 
Hipps, and below that an un- 
‘interrupted Length of Stocking ; 
over thefe there hung a fearlet 
Waftecoat made terrible by a

a plain blue Coat adorned with 
a gold-looking Shoulderknot ; his 
Hair was ‘curled and tied up ew 
Cavalier, and adorned with a 
laced tiat pinched into what our 
Beaux have learnt to call the 
Kevenhuller Cock: Bat what 
was my Attonifhment, to fee 
under this, cn a nearer View, 
the Face of my old Acquaintance 
Foleph, whom I had been ufed 
to fee with his bleak blue Face 
and dropping Nofe in a cold 
Morning paring away the Dirt 
from before the Door of honeft 
Mr. Chafferwell, of whom I have 
been long ufed to buy my Garters 
and the Ribands for my Cane. 
This hopeful Youth it feems, had 


begg’d an Afternoon’s Holiday of — 


his Matter, and bronglit to the 
Play with him the elder Appren- 
tice of his next Door Neighbour, 
the good old Lady who keeps a 
Lace-Shop. Iam naturaily frugal, 
and wear out few Cane. firings, 
and much fewer Garters, fo that 
my Face, it feems, though well 
known to the Mafter, was not 
at all fo to this gallant Youth, 
who ob{ferving me now cer- 
tainly awake, and being not 2 
little offended at my Obitinacy in 
keeping my Place, gave me much 
indecent Language, and by his 
Whifpers with the Lady, gave 
me a great deal of Room to 
imagine he was every Moment 
going to put his Defign upon 
my in execution; 
was in fome Diforder to think 
what might be the End of this, 
and heartily lamenting my ill 
Fortune, when I was, mott un- 
expectedly, relieved ia a Mo- 
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ment by the Appearance of the 
Box-keeper, ac iight of whom 
my dainty Couple arofe and va- 
nifth’d like Ghotis on the Crow- 
ing of the Cock in a Morning. 

I had hardiy ‘Time, however, 
to thank my good Fortune for 
this Deliverance, when behold 
the Door open’d a fecond Time, 
and I began to treinb!e, expect- 
ing nothing lefs than the Return 
of my former Company; but | 
was very agreeably turpriz’d to 
find initead of them a Perfon en- 
ter in the Habit of a plain Coun- 
try Gentleman: I was fo pleas’d 
with the Hopes of a fenfible 
Converfation, and plain, unaf- 
fected Behaviour in this Gentle- 
man, that I arofe with great 
Pleafure, and ask’d him to fit 
by me; he accepted of this with 
a plain Civility, and fat down ; 
and I, who am naturally not very 
talkative, expected with fome 
Impatience when he would open 
a Converfation on the Theme, 
which of all others I moft de- 
light in, the innocent Amufe- 
ments of the Country ; I had the 
Misfortune to find, however, my 
new Companion as much addiét- 
ed to Taciturnity as mylelf : We 
fat in fhort at leaft a Quarter of 
an Hour without {peaking a Syl- 
lable either of us; in which 
Time, as my Eyes are never idle, 
Icould not help admiring the 
plain Neatnefs of his Drefs,which, 
I muft acknowledge, brought all 
the fimplex munditiis of Horace 
before my View; his Boots were 
fo neatly japann’d and fhining, 
that one might have made ute 
pf them as a Looking-Glafs ; 
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the Spurs (from which indeed [| 
cannot but acknowledge that my 
Legs felt fome {mall Inconve- 
nicnce) were Silver, bright, and 
fhining ; what offer’d to View 
befide thefe were a Pair of per- 
fetily clean new Buck-Skin 
Breeches and a Linnen Waitt- 
coat, cover’d by a plain Cloth 
Coat, the proper Collar of which 
was hid by that of the Waiit- 
coat, and the Whole adorn’d 
with a long Hunting Whip hung 
over the Shoulder and ty’d toge- 
ther at the contrary Hip in form 
of the Ribbons of the honourable 
Orders of theKnightsCompanions 
of Exglaxd. This Gentlemau’s 
Wig was a fhort brown Bob un- 
powder’d, over which he wore a 
Hat remarkable for nothing but 
that it was clean brufh’d. And 
the whole Figure was compleated 
by a round cherry-cheek’d Face 
full of an honeit, unmeaning, 
ruftick Simplicity. 

I could have much longer ad- 
mir’d this pleafing Figure, but 
fearing the End of the Act might 
rob me of him, as it had of my 
former Companions, I could not - 
but indulge myfelf in a thing I 
am much unus’d to, that 15, 
{peaking firft, and engaging him 
to difcourfe on a Subject I fo 
much love to talk of. But what 
was my Surprize, when by his 
Anfwers to two or three inno- 
cent Queftions, I perceiv’d to my 
Mortification, that my Country 
Gentleman had never been far 
enough out of Loxdon to know a 
Duck from a Gander ; in fhort, 
he was honeftly fimple enough to 
give me his whole Hiftory, b 
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which I found that he was a 
Linnen Draper in the Minories, 
who had never crofs’d the Back 
of a Horie in his Life, but had 
equip’d himfelf in this Manner 
on no other Occafion, but to 
come to the Play, and takena 
Coach all the Way to prevent 
dirting his Boots; and this, he 
afflur’'d me, was the common 
Practice of the genteeler and 


more polite Peopie of his and. 


the other cleauly !'rades in the 
City: I frankly gave him on this 
my hearty Approbation of this 
innocent Amufement; but my 
Legs paining me a little in the 
mean time, I could not but in- 
treat him for the future to leave 
out the Ufe of Spurs on theile 
Occafions. 

The Mufick foon after thi; 
flruck up, and my Companion 
decently withdrew without wait- 
ing for the Coming of the Box- 
keeper: The Compiaifauce of the 
Malters of the Play-Houfes has, 
it feems, made it a Cullom in 
the Places where People of Fa- 
fhion fit, not to difturb them for 
Money “tll the End of the Act 

in which they come in; and it 
is an Abufe of this Piece of Po- 
litencfs, which brings thefe Apes 
of Fafhion in, who fee two or 
three Acts of a Play, by Means 
of this Indulgence, in different 
Parts of the Houte, and after- 
wards {pend their two Pence 
ata neighbouring Coffee-Houte, 
where they damn all they have 
feen, and frugally return to their 
Occupations, 

This was not the Cafe, how- 
ever, with a Couple of Peop'e 
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who next became my Compa- 
nions; the third Act was now 
begun, and they, when they 
came to pay at the End of it, 
modettly infidting on their paying 
but their half Crown a-piecey 
itaid the Remainder of the Play. 
Thefe half Cultoinmers and my- 
felf, in fhort, were all in this 
Box, who puid any Thing for 
their Diverfion, notwithitanding 
the Place was full during the 
whole Time, of a Set of cther 
odd Figures, whofe Deicriptions 


I have not Room to give here at. 


Length, 

When thefe new Companions 
advanced forward, the Lady to 
the front Seat, and the Lover to 
that behind it, I foand myfelfa 
fecond Time expofed to the In- 
conveniencies of that enormous 
Breadth to which the Ladies at 
prefent extend their Petticoats. 
The Gentleman was, I foon rer- 
ceived, a Clerk to fome eminent 
Attorney, who, at this Time 
every Evening laid down his Pen, 
wafhed his Fingers, and ftruc- 
ted forth among the Chairmen, 
whole Chatr your Hozour made 
him take himfelf for a Lord. 

My firft Companiors of the 
Evening were troublefome e- 
nough to me, I have acknow- 
ledged ; but alas! how heartily 
did I now foon wifh them with 
me again, in the Place of thefe: 
They had exprefs’d fome Plea- 
fure atthe Play, and but now 
and then been troublefome to 
me, and by their Attention given 
me Opportanities of betng atten- 
tive too: But this I found waza 
Man of too exalted a Tate, ta 
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be pleas’d or attend to any 
Thing but himfelf; he laugh’d 
at Shake/pear, and damn’d the 
Actors, and told the Lady, the 
fhou’d foon fee what Playing 
was, for he had written a new 
‘Tragedy on the Story of Otbello, 
and would a¢t the Hero himfelf ; 
this was naufeous enough to me. 
But alas, this was nothing, the 
Infults I had received from my 
Haberdafher Captain were but 
now and then repeated; thofe 
from this Scribler continued, and 
inftead of a few Imprecations 
from that Hero, which, however 
offenfive, had fomething fo ex- 
traordinary in them, that one 
could not help laughing at them, 
my Ears were fhocked with a 
Round of Atheifm and Bawdry. 

My Eyes, however, were foon 
turned on this Occafion, to fee 
what kind of Female it could be, 
who had fo far banifhed the 
native Modeity of her Sex, as to 
hear thefe Things with Patience, 
when behold, my Eyes were 
dazzled with a Set of glittering 
Bawbles in the Shape of Jewels, 
hung in almoft every Part of 
her. The Lady’s Hair was curl'd 
in moft exact Order ; her Linnen 
fine and fafhionable to Excefs ; 
her brown, red, and chop’d 
Fingers, adorned with a Ring or 
two a piece, and her Petticoats 
covered with Embroidery richer 
than even the Gold that was the 
Ground of it; her Neck, which 
was not a little the whiter for 
Art, was all bare and open to 
the View, except where the 
glittering Bawbles fhe wore for

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A full Account of the Aéticn that paffed 
betaveen the Allied Army and the French 
near Liege, October 11, 1746, N.S. 
With an exa& List of the Killed, 
Wounded, &c. 


From the Camp of Grondza, O&. 9. N.S. 
HE Paflage of the Jaar was effect- 
ed the 7th Inftant: The Army 
marched at Four in the Morning in eight 
Columns, the Artillery making the ninth. 
~ This March was made fo near the Ene- 
my, that we gave them a fair Opportu- 
nity of attacking what Part of the Army 
they pleafed, and Meafures were taken 
to give them a good Reception, Sir fohn 
Ligonier led the !eft Wing of the Horfe, 
and after they were paffed, he remained 
with the Prince of Lorrain and the Mar- 
fhal at the Head of the Defile, till the 
Rear Guard and every thing was paffed 
without feeing an Enemy, though they 
heard te Alarm and the general Beat in 
their Camp. This being done, they went 
towards the Left to fee the Pofition of our 
new Camp. During which Time, the 
Enemy having pofted Batteries where our 
Left was before, and alfo on the rifing 
Grounds on this Side of the Jaar, over- 
_againft the Prince of Waldeck’s old 
Camp, feven Brigades of their Foot ap- 
peared on the rifing Grounds, as alfo 
about fifty or fixty Syeadrons of Horfe, 
and all their light Troops. The Can- 
nonade then began, and was very hot on 
both Sides, The French were beginning 
to pafs the River, and to form upon the 
tifing Ground where the Dutch were en- 
camped in the Morning. The Prince 
and Marfhal Bathiani being come up with 
the eight Batallions and eight Squadrons 
commanded by Lieutenant- General Druk- 
"leben, made fuch a Difpofition, and gave 
fuch Orders, that though our Irregulars 
were a little roughly handled, being but 
few in Number, what had pafied of the 
French were immediately attacked, bro- 
ken, and beaten back into the Ravine. 
In the mean time our Army wus ordered 
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to be under Arms, and lay fo all Nights 
the Enemy retired sbout Midnight, and 
yeterday Morning we encamped, ‘i‘his 
Affair has coft us about 350 Men ; and 
the Enemy, who were repulfed, double 
the Number. The Hanoverian Trfps 
have loft fome few Officers, the Heffians 
more Men in Proportion, and the Englith 
very few. Johnfon’s Regiment petitioned 
to attack the Enemy, and did it with fo 
good a Countenance, that they got great 
Reputation, There is not yet any Lift 
of the Kill’d and Wounded. Count 
Clermont joined Marfhal Saxe Yefterday, 
fo that they are now in their full Force, 
and are reckoned to amount toa hundred 
and ninety eight Battalions, The three 
Englifh Battallions, under the Command. 
of Brigadier General Houghton, are to be 
this Day at Maeftricht. Two Bavarian 
Battalions arrived Yefterday, 

From the Camp at Ambie near Macftricht, 
Ofober 12, N.S. Count Clermont have 
ing joined the Grand Army under Marfhal 
Saxe upon the gth, the Enemy madea 
Motion upon the roth, and paffed the 
Jaar that Afternoon with their whole 
Force. This Motion having convinced us 
that their Intention was to attack us, our 
heavy Baggage was that Night fent to 
Maeftiicht ; Orders were given for the 
Foot to lie with their Accoutrements on, 
the Horfe to be faddled, and the whole 
Army to be under Arms an Hour before 
Day. The Difpofitions were made at 
Prince Charles’s Quarters for receiving the 
Enemy by the Prince and Marfhal Bae 
thiani, with great Skill and Judgment, 
and every Perfon being at his Poft, earl 
the next Morning we perceived the Enem 
in the Plain, marching towards us, their 
Foot being formed into three Columns, 
with a large Train of Artillery at the 
Head of each Column. | 

Our Right was extended upon a Plain 
half a Mile beyond Grondza, having the 
Villages of Endift, Sling and Fexhe ig 
their Front, which they occupied with 
twelve Battalions, Betwixt the lat Vil. 
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lage and Liers was aPlain, and this was in 
Front of the Hanoverian Infantry. In 
Front of the Britith and Heffian Foot was 
the Village of Liers: In Front of the 
Hanoverian Cavalry was that of Warem ; 
and between the Scotch Greys and the 
Left of the Datch Line was the Village of 
Roucoux. Major General Zaftrow, with 
two Britith, four Hanoverian, and two 
Hefiian Battalions, having Brigadier Dou- 
glafs under him, was ordered to defend 
thefe three laft Villages, Prince Waldeck, 
who was to have defended that of Rou- 
coux, having been obliged to poft a great 
Detachment in the Suburbs of Liege, upon 
Intelligence that the French defigned to 
tale Poft there that Night. The Prince 
of Heff2 and General Howard, with the 
Foot that remained, were to endeavour to 
fupport thefe three Villages, and the Ca- 
valry to to fall upon any of the French 
Horfe, that might attempt to pafs be- 
twixt them, or as much as poffible to 
protect our Flank to the Dutch, © 

The Enemy in three Columns was by 
this Time advanced fo near, that three 
Batteries, which we had ereéted, began 
to play upon them. They immediately 
attacked Prince Waldeck’s Left with 
great Fury, but were repulfed feveral 
Times with extraordinary Bravery by that 
Prince and the Troops under him: The 
Scotch Brigade particularly behaved ex- 
tremcly well: They were however over- 
powered by Numbers, and forced to give 
Way, after a very gallant Defence. Our 
three Villages were at the fame Time at- 
tacked by 55 Battalions, in Columns, by 
Brigades ; and as foon as one Brigade was 
repulfed, another came on: And our 
eight Battalions, under Major General 
Zaitrow, after having done wonderfully 
well, were at la{t obliged to abandon the 
Villages of Warem and Roucoux, the 
Major General fupporting himfelf ftill 
at Liers, with the Battalions under Prince 
Frederick and Major General Howard, 
Sir John Ligonier rallied the Battalions 
which had fuffered fo much, the Hano- 
verian Regiment of Maidell, and the Hef- 
fian Regiment of Manfpach, having ftood 
their Ground to the la(t, end refufed Quar- 
ter, fo that few of them efcaped. ‘The 
Battalions of Boetflayer and Donop fuf- 
fered likkewile extremely, notwithitanding 
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which they rallied, and drove the Ene. 
my, who were advancing into the Plain, 
back again to the Village. The Batta. 
lions of Graham and Howard, which were 
in Roucoux, loft alfo a great many Men, 
but to the laft maintained a hollow 
Way, where they were potted by Sir 
John Ligonier, and were of great Ul, 
Brigadier Douglas, who commanded them, 
having done every Thing that a good and 
gallant Officer could do. As foon as 
Prince Waldeck, whofe Troops had be. 
gun to give Way, was informed that the 
Villages were loft, he retreated in good 
Order, and taking behind our Left, 
marched towards the Meufe by St. Peter’s 
Berg. 

In thefe Circumftances our Retreat 
was refolved, and executed in the follow~ 
ing Manner : 

The three Battalions which Sir John 
Ligonier had fent for in the Night from 
Maeftricht, and who arrived with Briga- 
dier General Houghton as the Aétion 
was beginning, were placed in a right 
Angle with the Scotch Greys facing the 
Flank, which the Dutch had before, when 
this came even with the Prince of Hefie, 
he had Orders to join that. General So- 
merfelt had formed another Flank a little 
farther to receive us, and the Prince and 
Marfhal another under Prince Dourlach 5 
and when we came there we found, by the 
Prince’s and Marthal’s Difpofition, a Rear 
Guard of twenty Squadrons, twelve Bat- 
talions, and twelve Companies of Grena- 
diers ; fo that in Spite of perhaps a hun- 
dred Pieces of Cannon, and all the Muf- 
Kket Shot they could bring to bear, the 
Retreat was made with great Regularity 
and Order; the Rear Guard confifted of 
the Imperialifts, the Mrfhal infifting upon 
it, as they had not fuffered in the Action. 
We have certainly quitted the Field with 
as little Difadvantage as could be in a 
Battle, if that can be called a Battle 
where Two Thirds of our Army were not 
engaged, the Aétion having been wholly 
on the Left. The Enemy did not think 
fit to purfue us; but not being able, 
for Want of Wood in this advanced Sea- 
fon, to ftay on the other Side of the 
Meufe, we pafled that River thts Morn- 
ing, The Enemy had not lefs than 170 


Battalions upon the Field of Battle. Our 
Cavalry 
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Cavalry thewed the greateft Defire to fall 
upon that of the Enemy, but they kept 
‘themfelves conftantly under the Proteétion 
of their Foot and Cannon; and when the 
French ‘nfantry came out upon the Plain, 
they galloped up with great Spirit to 
charge them, Lord Rothes being at the 
Head of the firft Line, and Lord Craufurd 
at the Second, of the Englifh, and drove 
them back, Sword in Hand, into the 
Hedges much fatter than they came on. 

What contributed greatly to our ill Suc- 
cefs in this Action was, that the People 
of Liege had the Night before introduced

Since his Return a great Council has been 
he'd, and 13 Regiments of Infantry, 3 
of Cavalry, 1000 Huffirs and 4000 Carl- 
ftadians, are ordered to march for Pros 
vence. The Troops which are in the 
Neighbourhood of Savona march to-mor- 
row for the County of Nice. 

From the King of Sardinta’s Quarters 
at Menton, O&. 14. His Majefty, after 
leaving three Battalions before the Cafle 
of Ventimiglia, decamped the roth in 
the Morning from Bordighera, and reach- 
ed this Place in two Marches, by the 
Route of Revere and Lait. ‘The Enemy 
appeared as refolved to defend the Pot of 
Turbie. The King detached General 
Gorani, with two Brigades of Impertaliits 
and Piedmontefe under his Conimand, 
who, on the 12th, forced moft of the 
exterior Pofts: The Enemy kept a’very 
brik Fire: The General, at the He.d of 
his Troops, accompanied by to Volun- 
teers, on pufhing too forward, was killed 
above Five o’ Clock in the Evening 3 and 
the Command fell on the Court d’ Entre- 
mont, who prepared to attack the Enemy 
the next Morning ; General Martini 19 
the mean time marching round by Pegiia, 
to aitack them in the Rear 5 but the fame 
Evening they retired from Turbie, having 
only left 4 fmall Detachment, entrenched, 
to cover their Retreat, which was not dife 
covered until Day-break. M. Martini, 
in his March by Peglia, fell upon fome 
of the Enemy on their Route, and killed 
feveral Officers and Soldters. 

Turin, Oé. 15. We hear from the 
Army, that General Brown will enter 
into Prevence with 40 Impertl Bette- 
lions, which are to be joined by 15 Bate 
talons snd fome Squadrons of his 
fty’s Troops by way cf Auxiltaries.

DoMESTIC OCCURRENCES. 


HE Marguifs d’Anville fet fail from 
TY Rochelle the 22d of June laft, N.S, 
with 21 Men of War, Frigates and large 
Privateers, befides many {mall ones, from 
to to 14, Guns, and near 200 Tranfports, 
with feveral Regiments on board, com- 
manded by M. Pomerit, Brigadier Gene- 
ral, and fteered direétly for Cape Breton ; 
when they came within a few Miles of 


Nova Scotia, a terrible Tempeft arofe, 


which fcattered the whole Fleet, and fe- 
veral of their beft Ships were loft 5 fome 
few got into Breft, Rochelle, and other 
Ports in France. ‘The Mars, a Ship of 
64 Guns, her lower Tier Brafs, and 500 
Men, Part of the above Squadron, was 
taken by Capt. Saumaris, in bis Majefty’s 
Ship the Nottingham, the 11th of Odto- 
ber, 20 Leagues S. W. of Cape Clear, 
after two Hours Engagement, and carried 
into Piymouth: The Nottingham had 3 
Men kiled and 13 wounded, the Mars 
had 40 Men killed and wounded. 
Falmouth, O&.9. By the Nathaniel 
and John, a Store-fhip belonging to Ad- 
miral Leftock’s Squadron, which is arri- 
ved in this Harbour, we have the follow- 
ing Advice: That Admiral Leftock and 
General Sinclair, with the Fleet, arrived 
on the 19th paft in Quinparley Bay, at 
the Entrance of the Harbour of Port 
Louis, on the Weftern Coaft of France ; 


that the 2oth and 21ft were taken up in 
landing the Troops, which was done with 
great Succefs, notwithftanding fome Pea- 
fants were aflembled, and had three Pie- 
ces of Cannon playing, which were taken 
by his Majefty’s Forces, befides fome 
Veffels and Boats deftroyed, which were 
lying in a Creek, and the Town fet on 
fire. That on the 23d, two 12 Pounders 
with a Mortar were landed ; and on the 
24th two more, which were immediately 
conduéted to the Camp before ]’Orient, 
about 10 Miles diftant from Quinparley 
Bay, againft which Place they played 
brifkly, and fet it on fire feveral Times, 
That on the 26th at Night the Camp 
broke up, and they marched to Quinpar- 
ley Bay ; the 27th and 28th the Troops 
embarked; the 29th it blew very hard, 
the 30th it was moderate, and the firft 
of October the Admiral made Signal for 
weighing, and in the Evening the above 
Store-fhip was feparated from the Fleet, 
and did not know whether all the Fleet 
got cut of the Harbour that Evening. 
Extracé of a Letter from on board bis Ma- 
jefy’s Ship the Princeffa, at Spitbead, 

Oétober 26, 1746. 

O&, 1ft, The whole Fleet unmoored, 
in order to fail to Quiberon ; on the 2d, 
our Men of War gave Chace to, and 
drove on fhore a very fine French Ship of 
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64 Guns ; On the 3d, we came to an 
Anchor in Quiberon Bay ; on the 4th, the 
Admiral fummoned the Place to furren- 
der, but inftead of fubmitting, the People 
fled and drove away their Cattle. The 
sth, 6th and 7th, our Forces being de- 
barked on a kind of Ifland (the Ifthmus 
being overflowed at high Water) the Sea- 
men plandered all the Coafts, and by fome 
Accident the French Ship before men- 
tioned took Fire, and tho’ the Admiral 
fent a Party of Seamen out of his own 
Ship, it was with fome Difficulty they 
faved 10 Pieces of fine Brafs Cannon and 
fome fmall Arms. The 8th, the Boats 
from the Fleet attacked and made them- 
felves Mafters of a fmall Ifland, and took 

a Captain and 35 Men Prifoners of War. 

The gth and roth, the Forces embarked 

again, and the Seamen burned feveral 

Places on fhore, and all their Veffels and 

fma'l Craft. The r1th, we got 8 Pieces 

more of Brafs Cannon (24 Pounders) out 
of the Prize. The rath, the Fleet un- 
moored, and came to an Anchor under 
the little nd before-mentioned. The 
13th, our Boats, covered by the light 

Velfe's, made themielves Mafters of an- 

other {mall Ifland, in which there was a 

Caftle, the Garrifon of which, with an 

Officer who commanded there 40 Years, 

furrendered Prifoners of War. The 14th 

and rs5th, fpent in Mining and blowing 
up the Places we had taken. The 16th, 
the whole Fleet unmoored, and got under 

Sail. The 25th, by the Bleffing of God 

arrived fafely here. 

Copy of a Letter from on board bis Ma- 
Ifty’s Ship Lenox, Capt. Lawrence, at 
Port-Royal in Samaica, Auguft 19. 
1746. 

We arrived here yefterday, after two 
Months Cruife under the Command of 
Capt. Cornelius M——1 3 our Squadron 
confifted of five Sail, viz. Strafford, Ply- 
mouth, and Worcefter, 60 Guns, Lenox, 
70 Guns; Milford, 44 Guns; and Drake 
Sloop. We had Intelligence of a French 
Fleet being arrived in Port Louis: We 
were ordered to intercept them in their 
Way to Leogan ; but before we got up 
to Windward, they got in fafe: But as 
we knew the greateft Part of the Con- 
voy were bound to Cape Frangots, we 
kept cruifing off Cape Nichola. The

3d of Auguftt, P.M. fpied 40 Sail to 
Leeward ; ditto made a Signal to the 
Commodore ; he made another to the 
Plymouth to chace; foon after faw the 
whole Fleet, confifting of four Ships of 
War of 74, 64, 50, and 44 Guns, with 
60 Sail of Merchantmen ; the Plymouth 
was called in at 7 P. M. the Body of the 
Encmy bore from us S, by E. four Miles ; 
the Commodore made a Signal to fpeak 
with all our Ships ; we got clofe to him, 
and every Captain was afked his Opinion, 
Whether it was better to engage that 
Evening, or defer it till the Morning? 
which laft Sentiment prevailed, but to 
keep in Sight all Night, and to Wind- 
ward, and be ready to engage at Day-light. 
Tacking fo often the latter Part of the 
Night, we loft Sight of them till 5 A.M. 
faw them under Cape Nichola, bearing 
S. E. hilf E. four Leagues; ditto the 
Commodore made a Signal for the Line, 
the Enemy being in one, and ftanding to- 
wards us, with little Wind, till g. A.M. 
when the Breeze frefhened, and continued 
till 4 P.M. we under an eafy Sail ftanding 
from them, and they crowding after us 5 
but they finding their Convoy a long way 
a-itern, hauled their Wind, and tack’d; 
the Commodore hauled in the Signai for 
the Line and tack’d, haled Capt. Law- 
rence to fpeak with him, as he did to all 
the reft, who all went on board. At 
Seven the Enemy bore S. by W. three 
Leagues freth Breezes, ali Night tacking 
fo often, w loft them till Thurfday the 
sth of Augufl, 7 A. M. they were about 
two Leagues from us, At'Ten theCom- 
modore made a Signal for the Line. At 
Eleven the Worcefter’s Signal was made 
to lead and bear down to the Enemy, the 
Lenox following, Sttafford in the Center, 
Plymouth next, and the Milford to bring 
up the Rear ; li tle Wind till Four in the 
Afternoon ; the Breeze frefhing, gave us 
Spirits, expecting to be up with the Ene- 
my in four Glafles; to the Surprife of 
every Body the Milford was order’d to 
chace. About a Quarter aft r Four the 
Commodore made a Signal for us and 
the Worcefter to fhorten fai , and to haul 
ina Wind; ditto made a Signal for all 
Cruifers, the Enemy abou three Miles 
off, who no doubt were furprife{ at our 
Proceedings, chafed us at Seven; they 
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fired feveral Shot at the Drake; the 
Worcefter haled us, and faid it was the 
Commodore’s Orders we fhould Jay in the 
Rear, upon which we fhortened Sail, and 
fell mto our Station.
